School Board in 


Move To Use Jr. 
High Grounds 


Members of the board of trus- 
tees of the Urp'and elementary 
school district, at their last regu- 
lar board meeting held on Monday 
adopted a resolution of intent 
proposing to deed to the city of 
Upland iand in the nortlieast cor- 
ner of the Upland junior high 
school campus as a site for the 
construction of a combination 
school-community swimming 
pool-shower-dressing room facil- 
ity. 

The deeding of this land would 
be contingent upon the financing 
of the construction costs by the 
city presumably through the me- 
dium cf @ bond issue approved by 
the qualified electors living within 






































































the city. 


fhe school trustees wish to 
point cut that at no time in the 
Saveseeable future will the school 
district be able to finance this 
much needed facility. In fact it 
will be difficult if not impossible 
for thc school district to ade- 
quately finance the number of 
classrooms required to avoid op- 
erating at least some primary 
grades on a double session basis. | 
A school district may bond itself 
in the amount of only five percent 
of its assessed valuation while a 
sixth class city may bond itself 
to 15 percent of its assessed valu-; 
ation. 

The school site is favored over: 
the Memorial Park site for this! 
improvment because of the near- 
ness to @ greater percentage of 
potential patrons. Construction on 
the school site would eliminate 
need for duplicating the dressing 
room-shower unit part of the pro- 
ject. The Junior High School is 
now entirely without shower and 
dressing rocm facilities. Con- 
struction of this facility at the 
Uplard Memorial park would, of 
course, still leave the Upland 
Junior High school without the 
much . needed shower - dressing 
room unit. Also the school loca- 
tion is preferable because ‘the 
summer recreation program is for 
the most part carried on through 
‘he use of presently existing facili- 
ties at the Junior High School 
ampus, including tennis courts, 
volley ball courts, gymnasium,; 
ooms for arts and crafts and 
instrumenta! music, and baseba'! 
‘jeld. 

The members of the Board of 
Trustees are convinced that this 
s the only way the school dis- 
trict can be of assistance in mak- 
‘ng it possible for Upland to ac- 
wuire this greatly needed building.

Committee Will 


Seek Possible 
Change in Plan

As a result of a public hearing 
before the Upland City Council at 
8 o’clock last night, a joint com- 
mittee of property owners and city 
officials will meet with state and 
county authorities to discuss the 
problems arising out of the pro- 
jected widening of Campus ave- 
nue. 

A petition asking further con- 
sideration of the widening was 
presented at the outset of the 
hearing and bore 135 signatures. 
This was the second such petition, 
the first carrying 144 signatures. 

While an estimated 125 persons 
listened, representatives of the 
Campus Associated Property own- 
ers presented a mounting list of 
objections to the plan of making 
Campus an interchange between 
the Freeway and Foothill boule- 
vard. 

The hearing, which was primari- 
‘'y intended to cover the entire 
“master plan” of Upland streets 
and thoroughfares, cpened with a 
detailed explanation of the plan 
by Charles Eliot, planning con- 
sultant to the city. 

The property owners committee, 
headed by Verl Hughes, and in- 
cluding David J. Thomas and Al- 
bert T. Shukas made it plain 
that Campus avenue residents 
were unanimous in their opposi- 
tion to the part’ Campus would 
nlay in the plan. (A _ cloverleaf 
intersection of Campus and the 
Freeway is contemnvlated, along 
with widening of Campus from 
its present 66 feet to 86 feet to 
handle the consequent increase in 
traffic flow.) 

Despite the purposeful serious- 
ness of the crowd, Mayor Nisbet 
vas compelled only once to rap 
for order when discussion from tHe 
‘loor got out of hand. Spice was 
added to the hearing by the pithy 
comments of ‘Tom Pike, who 
~ointed out that to the residents 
f Campus avenue the “future” 
ylans sounded like a “pipe dream” 


end that only “manufacturers 
hauling oranges’ would benefit 
from the widening. Pike asked 


the counci] why the cloverleaf in- 
‘ersection at Euclid and the Free- 
way will be built if traffic is to 
he diverted at other points. “Be- 
tides,” he added. “who’s going ta 
stop at Unland when thev’re head- 
ed for California?” Laughter and 
‘nplause followed Pike’s remarks. 

The property owners committee, 
‘ided by various members of the 
\udience, presented the problem of 
500 school children crossing. Cam- 
yus each day on their way to 
school, the presence of four 
*hurches, the interference with 
ise of the park as objecticns to 
the widening. As a constructive 
counter suggestion, the committee 
yroposed an investigation of an 
interchange farther to the East, 
yerhaps on Grove or through the 
wash on the eastern extremity of 
the city. 

Among those speaking during 
the hearing were Perry Long, for- 
ner city councilman, who asked 
to “protect the people on Campus 
ivenue.” Mrs. Verna Mehl spoke 
yf the dangers of increased traf- 
fic, and Mrs. Clara Tilden voiced 
her cpoinion that Santa Fe and 
Pacific Electric crossings would 
be expensive and unsafe. Chris 
Krehbiel emphasized the hard- 
ships which would be imposed on 
members of the four churches on 
Campus. Also heard were W. 'P. 
McClish, William Burton, Ernest 
Cline, and others. 

Following the open discussion 
Mayor Nisbet reminded the prop- 
erty owners that the council was 
not trying to work at cross pur- 
poses with the people. “We're 
only trying to make Upland more 
liveable,” said the Mayor. “We 
have to catch up with a rapid 
growth, rectify old mistakes and, 
is possible, avoid future mistakes.”
